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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


In compliance with the General Laws for this state, we 
herewith submit our annual report of Coos county for the 
year ending April 30, 1885, showing its financial condi- 
tion and matters of public interest, together with the re- 
ports of other county officers, as required by law. 

COUNTY FARM AND ALMSHOUSE. 

The affairs of this institution are under the able and effici- 
ent management of Mr.and Mrs.S.G. Hannaford who have. 
so ably and well managed it continuously from the time 
the buildings were erected. Mr. Hannaford has shown 
- good financial ability both in purchasing supplies for so 
large a family and in the sale of the surplus of the farm. 
Both superintendent and matron are very careful that 
nothing goes to waste. 

The condition of the inmates is all that could be desir- 
ed in an institution of this character. The children have 
had the advantages of a good school while the sick have 
been under the care of Dr Ward. The general health, 
considering the fact that many of the inmates were sick at 
the time of their admission and many are aged people, 
has been remarkably good, as the bill for medical aid will 
testify the whole being less than for some single pauper 
families at their homes. 

Considerable repairs have been made, a new laundry 
put in over the boiler room, a much needed improvement ; 
the house and out buildings have been newly painted, a 
room finished off for a bath room, etc. 

The class of paupers that receive aid at their homes in 
the several towns is the most difficult problem the com- 
missioners have to deal with, to know what to do and how 
much to help those who ask aid of the county, and whom 
to help, so that no deserving ones shal) be neglected. 

The expenses at the jail, for board of prisoners, repairs 
and other incidentals amounts to $923.58. The commis- 
sioners feel it their duty to call attention to the fact that 
the jail is insufficient for the needs of the county. At 
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one time during the year there were twelve prisoners and 
in the three rooms of the jail hardly room for four beds. 
We think the county ought to take measures to either 
- enlarge the old jail or build new. 

The treasurer’s report shows a net indebtedness above 
cash in the treasury and uncollected taxes of $9633.50 a 
decrease of $1770.23 from that reported last year. 

By vote of the Legislature June session of 1883 the 
county commissioners were authorized to procure certified 
copies of conveyances of land in Coos County, recorded 
in Grafton county. At that time it was supposed there was 
not more than five or six hundred such conveyances, but the 
work is now nearly completed and it is found that there is 
nearly three thousand of them thus making a much larger 
expense than was.anticipated. This the county delegation 
ought to take into consideration in making the annual ap- 
propriation for county expenses.

Physician's Keport. 


STEWARTSTOWN, N. H., April 20, 1885. 
Lo the Board of Commissioners of Coos County: 

GENTLEMEN :—At the close of another fiscal year, it 
becomes my duty to submit my third annual report of the 
number of deaths which have occured in the Coos County 
Poor House during the year, with the cause of the same, 
also the number of births for the same period. 

And inso doing I cannot but remember that a very 
large percentage of the sickness, the past year, has been 
among those who have been brought here in that condi- 
tion. With one exception there has been no_ sickness 
among the regular inmates, which has rendered more ,than 
an occasional visit necessary. 

Of those who have died during the year (that have 
reached maturity and so unaffected by the diseases and 
dangers of childhood) were seven in number,. whose com- 
bined ages aggregate four hundred and sixty years or an 
average of seventy-five each. 

The vital statistics of public institutions caring for the 
old and young alike do not often show figures the paralell 
of these. During the year three single children and one 
pair of twins have been born, five in all. And remarks in 
relation to the hygenic condition of this institution would 
only be a repetition of what has been said in previous re- 
ports, with the exception of a change in the laundry de- 
partment and the addition of two new bath tubs both of 
which were needed improvements and fill a long felt want. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hannaford the efficient Superintendent 
and Matron exhibit a warm interest in the wellfare of 
those committed to ‘heir care, and for their kindness to 
the sick, and towards me personally and to the board of 
commissioners I tender my grateful acknowledgements.
